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NOTES FROM THE WATCH TOWER 


Geoastp of the Capital—The Dulliness of 


the Times—Fitzhugh’s Exit— 
Mre. Seiknap Visiting 
the Seaside, Etc. 


Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 
Wasuinaton, May 26, 1876. 


Public interest no longer centers at 
the capitol, but is diffused over the 
wide presidential field. The proceed- 
ings of congress are regarded with 
apathy. Eager newspaper correspond- 
ents no longer besiege the committee’s 
rooms where the investigations are in 
progress, but with their feet on the 
long table in the ante-room back of the 
house gallery yote that it is “infernal- 
ly dull”—by “a large majority.” Even 
the unceremonious exit of that un- 
commonly ridiculous ass, or first-class 
idiot, Fitzhugh,hardly created a ripple ; 
andthe cry that “Blaine is caught” 
caused no excitement. As for the 
senate no one thinks of going there. 
The debate on the question of jurisdic- 
tion in the Belknap case bids fair to 
stretch out until the crack of doom or 
the next centennial ; and if 1t is decided 
that the senate has jurisdiction the trial 
will take a month at least. 


THE INVESTIGATIONS. 

I don’t think any one here cares a far-- 
thing whether Beiknap is impeached or 
not. In fact, he has dropped out of 
sight and is also forgotten. So with re- 
gard to the invesiigations. They grew 
bewildering from their number, and 
have at last ceased to interest. They 
have revealed a good deal of fraud and 
corruption it is true, but then every- 
vody knows that they have only 
seratched the surface. The truth of the 
rottennesss of this administration can 
not be fully exposed until there isa 
democratic president in the white 
house. There is, I believe, very little 
to be gained in a party, or any other 
sense by protracting the session for the 
purpose of continuing these investiga- 
tions. They have struck very near in- 
deed to Secretary Robeson, but will 
hardly succeed in getting him in the 
toils. He has reper been weighed 
in the balance of public opinion and 
iound wanting. On the whole, the 
wisest thing congress could do would 
be to pass the appropriation bills and 
shut up shop. e can’t elect a presi- 
deut by chin-music.

Presbyterian General Assembly. 


We glean the following from the re- 
port of the eighth day’s proceedings 
published in the Savannah News: ; 

A memorial was presented from the 
Presb -Chow, China, re- 
q ng to be d and returned 
to their respective synods. An elabo- 
rate report upon the constitutional 
functions of the assembly in the mat- 


ter was read. nSiderable discussion 
. followed, participated in by Judge Quld, 


Rey. Mr. Primrose, Dr. Adger, Mr. 
Carne and others. 

Rey. John W. Primrose offered a res- 
olution to this ¢ffect, that in approving 
the report of the committee on the 
memorial from Hang-Chuw respecting 
the ecclesiastical status of foreign mis- 
sionaries, this assembly does not de- 
sign to express any decision respecti 
propositions touching the principles o 
our form of government, or the official 
functions and sphere of the evan- 

list. This was withdrawn after de- 

te to make way~fora consideration 
of the whole subject of the report. The 
final action of the assembly was the 
adoption of this resolution : 

Resolved, That the general assembly 
has no expressed constitutiona: power 
to establish or dissolve presbyteries, 
and accordingly that the brethren to 
whom the assembly of 1874, proposed 
to constitute the presbytery of Hang- 
Chow are now, an‘ have sontindanale 
been de jure members of the same pres- 
byteries to which they belonged at the 
time such action was take 1. 

The consideration of the rest of the 
report was postponed till the next as- 
sembly. 

Mr. Cassels offered the following, 
whieh was adopted : 

Whereas, The Bible is the founda- 
tion on which rest all our benevolent 
enterprises underlying the missionar 
work, the Sunday school and the church 
itself; and, whereas, the American Bi-' 
ble society has been and is still an effi- 
cient instrumentality in accomplishing 
the great work of the distribution of 
the scriptures; therefore, 

Resolved, That this general assembly 
renewedly commends the American 
Bible society to the confidence and sup- 
port of all our churches and congrega- 
tions. 


Dr. Hoge, taking the floor, said that 
it was his desire to preserve and pro- 
mote harmony in the assembly, and 
with this purpose had prep»red a paper 
which he would present herewith, and 
which he hoped would have the ten- 
dency to harmonize the conflicting 
views upon the matter of Presbyterian 
confederation. He would further re- 
quest that none of the brethren on the 
side espoused by him would say any- 
thing, but if those who had been against 
him approved of theintent of this pa- 
per they could merely rise in their 
places and say so, and the entire matter 
could thus be disposed of in a few mo- 
ments. 

Dr. Hoge then read the following: 
Resolved, That in appointing i 
gates to the general Presbyterian alli- 
ance, it is with the distinct declaration 
that itis not to be regarded as another 
and higher court, but as an assemblage 
of committees — by the sever- 
al bodies which they represent, for the 
purpose of a joint conference and joint 
report, and for such action onlv as be- 
longs to an association of delegates 
thus constituted. 

On motion to adopt the resolution 
Dr. Adger arose and stated that he had 
no objection whatever to this resolu- 
tion, and he would say here that if Dr. 
Hoge’s modified statement of the pur- 
poses and character of this confedera- 
tion had been made in the beginning, 
he was sure the debate would haye 
been cut off considerably. 

Mr. Carne stated that, as one who 
had voted against the original resolu- 
tions, he would now say he heartily 
approved of this paper, and hoped it 
would be unanimously adopted. 

The question was then put and 
adopted with but one dissenting vote— 
that of Rev. Mr. Brimm, of Texas, who 
explained briefly his reaspn for voting 
in the negative. 

Dr. Doremus here moved that the 
ayes and nays be taken on the original 
resolutions, but the motions was voted 
down by a large majority. 

The moderator announced the com- 
mittee to select the delegates to the 
Pan-Presbyterian council to be as fol- 
lows. He stated he had selected tnese 
gentleman without any reference what- 
ever to their views:
